in a healthy, happy body? Cells, tissues, 
and organs are all co-ordinated in the functions of 
the whole person. 

In a sense we are a community of cells. Each 
cell is a living unit; some of them move about in 
the body; most of them occupy fixed positions. 
But they are all living units that combine with 
similar cells to form tissues. One scientist has said 
that the body is in many ways like a “complex, 
skin-covered human beehive.” Thus, it becomes 
clear how important it is that a spirit of co-opera- 
tion be maintained between all the components of 
our being. 

Every person can have an understanding of 
good will with the components of his own organ- 
ism. He can put his house in order. He can take 
positive action toward insuring that his body will 
continue to function in complete harmony. 

If we think of a cell as being complete with 
intelligence and, to a certain degree, a will which 
is usually subservient to the functions of the whole 
being, we see why it is so important to take the 


> ID YOU ever stop to think of the highly 
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time and the steps necessary to set things right 
within ourselves. 

Thinking of the cells of our bodies as we would 
an intelligent person, what are some of the things 
that might cause a reaction of nonco-operation— 
even the virulence or intense, active ill will im- 
plied in some disease? 

Try these questions on yourself: 

If you were a member of an organization, what 
would be your reaction if the president continually 
found fault with you? 

What if he continually referred to you as being 
under the bondage of sin? 

What if he continually rebuffed your expres- 
sions of love and co-operation with the accusation 
that you were “filthy” and “unclean?” 

You would be an unusual person if such an 
attitude, held over the years, did not fill you with 
bitter enmity and impel you to action dictated by 
hatred and spite. 

Let there be no misunderstanding between you, 
as president of your body organization, and the 
complex functional living units you call your cells. 

Speak the word of approval. Speak the word 
of liberation. Speak the word of acceptance. Speak 
it to every cell of your body. Do it now. 

You are perfect! You are free! 
You are a loving part of me! 
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The words may be said audibly, or silently. You 
may make the words personal to every cell in 
your body by turning your attention to the feet, 
the legs, each part of the body as you say them. 
The feeling of release, warmth, and complete 
wholeness that you experience is unmistakable. 

Do not forget the eyes, the forehead, the back 
of the neck. 

Say these words as you brush your hair. Say 
them to your inner organs. Repeat them to your 
centers of life and power. 

And, as a further reassurance, take the next 
step upward in consciousness by saying:

“Thee” of course refers to the Father, with 
whom we are all truly one. 

You will be amazed at the healing value of 
this approach. If you are feeling out of sorts, if 
some cells seem out of step—it is still not too 
late to set things right. Try it with a headache, 
tired eyes, symptoms of a cold. If your brain 
seems full of care or cobwebs, speak the words for 
it. An aching muscle or a stiffened joint will re- 
spond to your word of Truth.

If you have developed the ability to use your 
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inner eye to see beyond an apparent inflammation 
to the perfect and whole that exists in Spirit, you 
will find these statements beneficial in any trou- 
bles of the skin.

From Ohio: 


I sent you a request for prayer for my mother 
who was afflicted with cancer of the pancreas. 
The doctors and other medical people gave up 
on mother and were ready to put her on a heavy 
narcotics schedule beginning the day after my 
brother and sister and I visited with her before 
returning home by train. 

In our group was my one aunt who also is a 
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Unity follower. While we visited with Mother, I 
noticed that my aunt was very quiet, breaking 
her silence only to answer a question asked by 
someone in the room. 

As I stood by Mother’s bed, holding her hand 
I prayed to God to use me as a means to infuse 
her body with His healing Spirit. I placed her 
health into His loving hands and asked Him to 
be merciful to her, to spare her the awful pain of 
such a malady. For a few seconds I kept looking 
at her face from the side, and I felc a strong 
force enter my being and pass through the hand 
that held my mother’s. I have never experienced 
such a force before. Truthfully, I was not on this 
earth for those few seconds of my life. When I 
came to myself my mother looked up at me with 
such a relieved expression that it made me happy 
to know that God was in the room with her. Then 
she said, “Thanks, son.” I couldn’t answer im- 
mediately, but after a short struggle with my emo- 
tions to calm them, I answered, ‘““God take care 
of you.” 

We left her there in the hospital in the spe- 
cial care ward—according to the doctors and 
others to wait for news of her death. After we 
left and were on the train I sat with my aunt, 
and she said to me, “Your mother is going to 
get better and she will be up and around before 
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we realize it, because she has faith in prayer.” I 
then reached into my briefcase to get my DAILY 
Worp out and pray. When my aunt saw it she 
said, “You too!” 

“Yes,” I answered, “I too have learned of this 
great Unity group, but only recently. I am fifty 
now and it is sad that I went almost forty-six 
years of my life before I was introduced to it. 
But believe me, I was never more happy, never 
felt so blessed.” 

Well, the following Wednesday evening we 
received a call from my brother. He said that the 
doctors had examined mother again and could not 
understand what had happened. The cause of 
her ailment had cleared in her lower bowel, she 
no longer needed narcotics, and could come home 
that week end. The doctors could not understand 
what had happened or why, but I could. I knew 
then that prayer was the thing that was the cause 
of her health renewal. Because the Monday after 
our visit with her, I had written to Silent Unity. 
I had asked you to pray for her and now two days 
after I'd written you, I heard the good news. No 
one in this world can convince me that this change 
came about through coincidence or medical aid. 
I went to my sanctuary after I heard the news and 
knelt down and thanked Him, the Most High, for 
giving my mother another chance. I have heard 
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since that she is as lively a seventy-two year old 
as could be expected. She is doing fine. Thanks 
and thanks again for all your prayers.

A little over a year ago I was tired of living 
and tried to do a very foolish thing. My adopted 
mother and then next door neighbor proved her 
love for me by taking time daily to type out the 
message for the day from DaiLy Worp, which 
we called our sharing prayers.
